Procyonidae Cancrivorous 
and the Didelphidae are 
invading city in numbers

It is becoming more evident 
that the City of West Liberty is 
being invaded by Procyonidae! 
Three have been trapped our 
neighborhood in the last couple 
of weeks — along with a com- 
panion of theirs, the Didelphidae! 

The Procyonidae is related to 
the panda of China. He is about 
32 inches long and can weigh up 
to 25 pounds. He has a stout body 
covered with long, course hair 
and can be vicious. They will eat 
most anything, and corn is a deli- 
cacy for them. 

The Didelphidae are rat-like 
in appearance with furry bodies. 
They are marsupials carrying 
their young (which are as small 
as a honeybee when born) in a 
pouch on their abdomen. They 
are the only marsupials in North 
America. When grown, they have 
sharp claws and teeth. In fact, 
they have 50 teeth — the most 
of any other North American 
mammal. 

The common enemy of these 
nuisances is the dog. But since 
the city council has passed a dog 
ordinance stating that dogs must 



be confined, these creatures are 
running rampant in West Liberty. 

What to do? Nothing seems to 
deter them. Putting a light in the 
garden only illuminates the pro- 
duce for them to pick out what 
they want. Playing a radio in the 
garden, as some have suggested, 
only provides them music to lis- 
ten to while they eat your corn! 

Here are three suggestions 
that might work: 

• For safety’s sake, keep the 
small children indoors from dusk 
until dawn, as they seem to be 
nocturnal (the animals, not the 
children!) 

• Start a K-9 Corps and assign 
a dog to each city policeman to 
patrol the residential areas at 
night and keep these creatures 
away. 



• Have Rep. Stacy and Sen. 
Stivers pass a bill in Frankfort for 
a three-prong pilot program to 
eradicate the animals from the 
city. This bill would provide free 
live traps to gardeners, com- 
pounds to place the animals af- 
ter they have been caught, and 
funds to send them to Tennessee! 

• Better yet, have the voca- 
tional school design a robotic 
dog, which would be battery-op- 
erated. It would have the capac- 
ity to run all night around our 
gardens and bark every five min- 
utes. The city could supply one 
to each gardener within city lim- 
its. 

By now you probably know 
that the two culprits I am refer- 
ring to are the raccoon and opos- 
sum. I have a small garden in my 
backyard ( one block from Main 
Street ) and am having as much 
fun catching critters in a live trap 
as gardening. I wake up about 6 
a.m. in anticipation of what I 
have caught. It is a lot like run- 
ning trot lines — you don ’t know 
what you have caught until you 
raise the trot line out of the wa- 
ter! 

Raccoons and opossums are 
fascinating creatures. I did not 
know the raccoon was related to 
the panda family until I did some 
research about them. I certainly 
did not know that they can be as 
vicious as they are!

KENTUCKY’S BANKS 
AMONG NATION’S 
SAFEST 

Dear Editor, 

On behalf of Kentucky’s 
banking industry, and on behalf 
of Kentucky Bankers Association 
member banks and thrifts doing 
business in Kentucky, I want to 
take an opportunity to address 
consumer concerns and, hope- 
fully, to alleviate fears and an- 
swer questions. 

There has been a lot of local 
and syndicated press relative to 
the housing market crisis, the 
IndyMac Bank issues and the 
state of the banking industry in 
general. While there is no doubt 
that we are in difficult financial 
times, we still have to keep the 
problems in perspective. 

We are, right now, entering an 
economic environment that is as 
bad as we have seen in more than 
30 years, during which time 
Americans have had the good 
fortune to live in a growing 
economy. And, that growing 
economy has left us in a pretty 
good position, from a banking 
industry perspective, to weather 
a downturn. 

The growing economy has al- 
lowed banks to grow capital, 
which in turn allows banks to in- 
vest in their communities through 
increased business and consumer 



loans. Increased business loans 
help stimulate business growth, 
which in turn stimulates eco- 
nomic health. This is exactly 
what has been and is happening 
in Kentucky. Kentucky banks, 
unlike some other lenders, have 
been more responsible in their 
lending practices and are not 
saddled with the burden of con- 
trolling high defaults on risky 
loans. 

Kentucky banks are regularly 
and historically recognized by 
the FDIC as one of the highest 
ranking markets for bank safety 
and soundness. 

Since the creation of the FDIC 
in 1933, there have only been two 
years with no bank failures - 
2005 and 2006. There have been 
more than 3,500 failures nation- 
wide since 1934. Even though 
there are bank failures almost 
every year, there have only been 
44 in Kentucky since 1934 (22 
of which were before 1940) and 
none since 1991. 

Of course, such statistics pro- 
vide little comfort to people 
whose dollars are already being 
squeezed from so many different 
directions and they are looking 
for reassurance that THEIR 
BANK and THEIR MONEY are 
safe. So, it is important to re- 
member that Kentucky banks 
have always prided themselves 
on being there for their custom- 
ers and communities. Kentucky 
banks take their position as key 
figures in the local economy se- 
riously and will do whatever they 
can to ensure that safety and 
soundness are not compromised. 
Our families are part of those 
communities as well - bankers 
are your neighbors. 

For those customers who still 
fear for the safety of their sav- 
ings dollars, make sure that you 
understand how FDIC works. 
Here are some key points to re- 
member: 

• Money in the bank is till one 
of the most secure ways to save. 
Mutual funds and other invest- 
ments are not FDIC insured and 
are subject to market fluctua- 
tions. Funds held in investment 
accounts may actually be less se- 
cure during disruptive economic 
times than more traditional sav- 
ings. 

• The FDIC was created to 
protect consumers and the bank- 
ing industry. The FDIC holds 
more than $52 billion in assets 
to protect bank depositors, and 
that amount increases regularly 
through banks’ assessments. 

• A bank “failure” does not 
necessarily mean that the bank is 
“bankrupt.” It means that the 
regulators, including the FDIC, 
are sufficiently concerned about 
the particular bank’s operations 
that they take control of the bank 
and manage its operations until 
such time as the regulators are 
certain that it can maintain safety 
and soundness. Under such ac- 
tion, it is possible that customers 
will suffer no losses at all, even 
on deposits in excess of FDIC in- 
surance amounts. 

• Each customer is guaranteed 
a certain amount of FDIC insur- 
ance at each FDIC insured bank 
where he or she has accounts 
(which fully guarantees your de- 
posits, at no cost to you, up to 
insurance limits). To understand 
FDIC insurance, in the simplest 
form, an individual is insured for 
$100,000 per bank on individual 
deposits. 

That same customer can have 



an additional $250,000 coverage 
on certain retirement funds and 
an additional $100,000 coverage 
on funds held in joint accounts 
and, if named as a beneficiary on 
certain types of trusts, the same 
person can have an additional 
$100,000 in FDIC insurance. 

Those limits apply at each 
bank that you hold deposits sepa- 
rately - thus, you might have 
more than $550,000 in FDIC in- 
surance coverage at each separate 
institution where you have de- 
posits. In addition, your bank 
may carry private insurance for 
deposits in excess of FDIC lim- 
its. The best way to determine if 
your deposits are covered is 
check with your bank. The vast 
majority of individual customers 
are sufficiently covered by FDIC 
limits. 

The issue of safety and sound- 
ness of your bank and your 
money is not a simple one, and 
you should not rely on rumor, 
fear or mass media reports for 
making serious financial deci- 
sions - in good times or bad. Talk 
to your banker if you have con- 
cerns. They are there to help.

REUNION HELD; 
FOLK ART FOCUS 

Dear Editor: 

June 6, 2008 - Members of 
the Nickell families met in Lou- 
isville at Shawn Moore’s D.D.S., 
family members of a clubhouse. 
Noah Nicks’ son, Jerry, flew from 
California to South Bend, Ind., 
and joined him in driving on to 
Louisville. Bonetta and son, 
Phillip, came from Indiana. J.C. 
and son, Tim, drove from Win- 
chester and Ohio. Donna and 
John came from Tolesborro, Ky. 
There were several others, but I 
did not get their names. 

We had to attend my son 
Michael Bailey’s burial service in 
Louisville in December 2007. He 
had complications from knee 
joint replacement one and a half 
years before, and the other knee’s 
surgical procedure caused a fatal 
stroke. We had his ashes interred 
at his father’s gravesite, and had 
two memorial plaques mounted 
on the tombstone: Michael, Army 
vet, Panama City Beach, Fla., 
and Stephen Navy officer veteran 
of six year’s service from Seattle, 
Wash. 

We wish to say thanks to 
County Judge Executive Tim 
Conley and his receptionist, 
Vanessa Elam, for getting the 
four long-needed cemetery signs 
posted on Hwy. 364, R.O.W. for 
Pioneer Jdg. S.W. McGuire 
Farm, vet “Big” Joseph Nickell 
and son, Joseph Desha Nickell, 
born in a log home on a 600 acre 
farm, later to be governor of Ken- 
tucky, Jdg. Cisco, who married a 
Nickell. 

Also, W.P. Nickell (son-in- 
law of “Big” Joseph) cemetery 
on the other endof this historic 
farm. 

Also Pioneer James and 
Nancy (wf.) Auxier Brown cem- 
etery on the previous Ken Brown 
place, and Barter-Tradin- Store in 
my painting series titled, Mat- 
thew Folklife Community 1800- 
mid 1900s era. 

I donated to MCHS and mu- 
seum, 2006, Tony Adkins, presi- 
dent and director informed me re- 
cently that they do not have a 
room to display the art so they’ve 
decided to hang them in the 
county government complex, as 
more people come through there 
each day. 

I told him that was great as the 
high school building was where 
I attended my freshman year, be- 
fore we moved from the Nickell 
Ancestoral Farm (as I had been 
born on the 50-acre Tarkiln 
Branch my dad had bought) be- 
fore we moved to Indiana after 
my Grandma Nickell sold the 
300-acre to Finley kennard. 

I sent the county government 
complex an 11x17” laminated 
print with the historic data, to 
hang alongside the paintings as 
registered in my book at the 
J.F.K. Co. and Library of Con- 
gress. All the four Pioneer Fam- 
ily Farm and Cemetery names are 
registered in Alma M. Nickell’ s 
book since 1980 in the Library 
of Congress. 

Now, with the outrageous gas 
prices, we are glad we traveled 
from the East to West Coasts with 
our small bus, and over into 
Mexico via south Texas. 

We have exhibited our art 
works at N.E. Science Indn. 3- 
day symposium at the University 
of Tahlequah and El Reno Ok Art 
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Fest, Community College, where 
all exhibiters got escorted in an- 
tique cars by member chauffeurs 
to the down parade, then to a din- 
ner in the old Focomotive Rock 
Island Railway Museum. 

Also, we just did a Native 
American Veteran Council Pow- 
wow at the Tinker Air Force 
Base. There was fighter jet honor 
flyover salute for one of their fe- 
male troops killed in Iraq re- 
cently. 

Recently, the Oklahoma Ar- 
cheological, Anthropogical and 
Historical socieities had a dig of 
remnants and revealed part of the 
foundation of the 1824 Old Ft. 
Gibson Stockade. This was used 
as a military base for the Indian 
Removal Act of the Five Tribes, 
and arrival of the early settlers 
and Civil War battles. They 
battled outlaws and squatters, 
and mediated between the tribal 
battles. 

The fort played an important 
role in Oklahoma’s history. They 
closed it in 1890. It was rebult 
by the WPAin 1935-1936. it was 
used by the federal government 
to register the five Indian Tribes 
Territory Fands via the Dawes 
Commission. Then in 1807, as- 
signed homesteaders pionreers 
claimed land in the government’s 
unassigned Indlian Fand Strip in 
Oklahoma’s panhandle. 

The dig uncovered artifacts 
such as plates, bowls, forks, 
knives, bones from fish, deer, 
cattle, bison, chickens and turtles, 
which indicated a range of food 
items consumed by the fort’s oc- 
cupants. 

Spiro Mound’s prehistoric 
significance and other projects 
help us understand this land we 
call Oklahoma. 

The Muzzleloading 

Assciation from Oklahoma and 
Texas, which was started in 1986 
and has 25 members, had an an- 
nual Rendezvous including black 
powder, knapper, trappers, trad- 
ers, knife throwing, Tomahawk 
throwers, beads, horns, hides in 
a lantern-lit cirlce. The reenactors 
dressed in the 1850s style. 

The historicla society spon- 
sors annual living history events 
at the Battle of the Washita near 
Ft. Supplyand Ft. Sil. We exhib- 
ited at Ft. Gibson’s 175th anni- 
versary approximately eight 
years ago after we first came to 
Oklahoma. 

Reenactors of the above 
events performed as well as the 
Civil War miltiary. My husband, 
Paul, asked one of the Yankees 
who could they win all the time, 
he replied we have to let the Con- 
federates win sometimes or they 
won’t came back and play with 



us anymore!

Always a speaker of “plain 
words” (exactly how she likes to 
put it), Ms. Minnie Mullins, a 
Morgan County native, realized 
her words were not as easily un- 
derstood as before. In fact, not 
only was her speech affected, she 
had paralysis of her right arm and 
both legs. Her swallowing was 
affected as well. She was not able 
to eat the “plain country food” she 
had always eaten. This all came 
about after a brainstem stroke the 
day after Thanksgiving in 2007. 

Ms. Mullins knew that “plain 
work” was going to be required 
for improvement. With a “hard 
row to hoe” set before her, she 
knew her faith in God and help of 
therapists from Life Care Center 
of Morehead could improve her 
abilities back to how they had 
once been. 

Upon her arrival to the Life 
Care Center, Ms. Mullins required 
the use of a special Hoyer lift and 
two nursing assistants to transfer 
from a bed to a wheelchair. Once 
she was in the wheelchair, she was 
dependent upon another to push 
her to any destination. As for 
swallowing, she was only able to 
eat every soft food that required 
very little swallowing ability. She 
lacked compensatory strategies 
for eating and swallowing regu- 
lar food. Talking was very diffi- 
cult as those “plain words” she 
spoke came out very soft because 
of weakness. 

A very different picture of Ms. 
Mullins is painted today. Through 
her hard work, guided by the 
therapists of Life Care Center of 



Morehead, she is returning to the 
Minnie her family and friends 
knew before the stroke. She can 
now stand with the assistance of 
one person. She is getting out of 
bed without the use of that spe- 
cial Hoyer lift. Once out of bed, 
she now has the use of a power 
chair (thanks to a very gracious 
donation to Life Care) to go wher- 
ever she pleases - even to her 
grandson’s wedding this past 
spring she would have otherwise 
missed. 

Ms. Mullins’s ability to take 
care of her personal needs have 
also improved. Through hand 
strengthening and training, she is 
now able to apply her own 
makeup every morning. Speech 
exercises for breath support and 
vocal awareness have helped 
Minnie speak those “plain words” 
loud and precisely so that she can 
be heard easily. 

She has also been known to 
resume one of her favorite hob- 
bies - singing gospel hymns. 
Since her eating has improved 
with swallowing therapy, she and 
the Occupational Therapist have 
made good use of the new ADL 
suite with a full kitchen. In the 
kitchen they prepared Minnie’s 
specialty, “Earthquake Cake.” 
(Call her for the recipe, she can 
tell you in her “plain words.”)

Cougars to run Wing-T offense

There’s no shortage of excite- 
ment or optimism in the Cougar 
football camp. With about three 
dozen players on the practice 
field, Coach Jake Purnell has be- 
gun the process of installing an 
offense. And it’s a playbook 
geared toward showcasing Mor- 
gan County’s athleticism.

The numbers game - or the 
lack thereof. It has been a prob- 
lem that has plagued Morgan 
County football for years. Even 
during the best of summers, Cou- 
gar football coaches have 
struggled for 15 or 20 players in 
late July. 

But Jake Purnell has found a 
way to beat odds. The new Cou- 
gar coach promised early to get 
kids on the practice field. He has 
not disappointed with 33 players 
dressed and reporting for duty on 
Monday. 

“People tell me that it is prob- 
ably the highest total in the last 
10 years,” Purnell said. “In real- 
ity, the numbers are even better 
with that. I had a few kids not 
able to practice, so we’re actu- 
ally closer to 40.” 

Purnell has not had to go it 
alone in his recruitment of local 
talent. His wife, Lori, and sons, 
Josh and Jacob, are doing their 
part in helping the cause. 

“Any young man in this 
county who looks even remotely 
athletic is being recruited by the 
family,” Purnell said. “Every- 
where my wife and kids go, 



“We’ll run a Wing-T offense 
with lots of speed in the 
backfield,” Purnell said on Tues- 
day. “I feel that speed, along with 
athleticism, are definitely the 
strengths of this team. And any 
coach will tell you there’s no sub- 
stitute for speed.” 

The Wing-T works by control- 
ling the edge and being able to 



they’re asking guys to play. My 
family is a great recruiting tool. 

“The other day, one of my 
sons saw someone he didn’t rec- 
ognize and asked them why they 
weren’t playing football. Turns 
out, he was about 23 years old. 
But that’s the attitude my kids 
have. They won’t rest until ev- 
ery kid who can is playing foot- 
ball.” 

Another thing that is working 
in Purnell’s favor is word of 
mouth. The returning players 
have bought into their coach’s 
system and are encouraging oth- 
ers to do the same. Cameron 
Dunn and Joel Nickell - who 
play both basketball and baseball 
- have now made their way to the 
football field. Kyle Havens and 
Brandon Havens are in uniform 
as well - giving the Cougars 
much-needed speed and 
athleticism. 

“These kids see that I have a 
plan that will work,” Purnell said. 
“It’s a matter of mutual respect. 
I don’t come in there screaming 
and yelling and making demands. 
I respect them as players and 
know they’ll give me everything 
they’ve got to win football 
games.” 



turn the corners. All plays work 
the same basic way. The offen- 
sive line blocks for the running 
back, who utilizes his speed to 
turn the corner. The beauty of the 
system is the surprise element of 
misdirection. Once the defense 
starts over committing, the 
counter back runs to the weak 
side. 

“We’ll run everything in our 
offense with play action,” Purnell 
said. “If the defense brings eight 
guys up in the box, we’ll burn 
you deep.” 

The Wing-T offense is de- 
signed for the ground game, but 
is equally dependent on the con- 
stant deep-ball threat. Halfbacks 
Ryan Flannery and Brandon Ha- 
vens will get the bulk of the car- 
ries, while Jared Curd is expected 
to start at quarterback. 

“If Ryan and Brandon will 
block for each other, they’ll be 
deadly,” said Purnell. “Both play- 
ers have great speed and have 
come a long way in learning and 
accepting their roles. Jared is an 
intelligent young man who’ll be 
asked to distribute the football. 
As long as his O-line can give 
him time, we’re confident that 
Jared can get the job done.” 

The recent addition of 
Cameron Dunn and Joel Nickell 
give the Cougars a pair of receiv- 
ers and give Curd the option of 
throwing the ball downfield. 
Dunn and Nickell, along with 
other welcomed newcomers, 
have also led to an equipment 
shortage. 

“Believe it or not, we’ve al- 
ready run out of large helmets,” 
said Purnell. “I’ve got to inform 
Chris Trusty that we need more 
gear, but I don’t think he’ll mind. 
That’s a good problem to have.”
